Two  High  school  boys  taken  to  Dr.  Dunbar,  Leb- 
anon, to  be  fitted  with  glasses. 

Five  children's  glasses  were  changed. 

A  Dental  Clinic  was  financed  by  the  proceeds  of  a 
program  presented  by  the  pupils  of  the  schools. 

Twenty-two  received  free  dental  care. 

Clothing  was  given  to  families  during  year. 

Class  room  inspection  was  held  once  a  month  for 
symptoms  of  communicable  diseases,  and  to  control 
pediculosis. 
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Children  were  measured  twice  during  year  and 
weighed  every  month. 

Ninety-eight  visits  have  been  made  to  schools. 
Forty-one  home  visits  have  been  made. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  Mr.  Freese, 
members  of  the  School  Board,  local  Red  Cross,  Grange, 
and  to  thank  the  parents  and  teachers  for  their  daily 
cooperation  in  making  possible  the  health  program.
